Truman Bi-Partisan Foreign 
Policy 6Pure Hypocrisy,' Taft 
Declares in Wisconsin Speech 


BELOIT, Wis.—(AP)—President Truman's demands for a bi-par 


tisan foreign policy, says Senator Robert A. Taft, are "pure hypocrisy.' 


The Ohio Republican senator, speaking last night on what he 


termed his presidential campaign "battle ground," said that Mr. Tru 
man, since his re-election in 1948, has "thrown any idea of a bi-parti- 
san policy out the window." 


Taft declared "The Korean war is a Truman war." 


Taft's initial major speech in 


his bid for Wisconsin's 30 dele- 
gates to the Republican presi- 
dential convention drew an en- 
thusiastic crowd at the' Beloit 
College fieldhouse. It climaxed the 
first half of the Ohio senator's 
two-da^ swing through the state 
he says will be his '"main battle- 
ground for an all-out campaign 
for the GOP presidential nomina- 
tion." 


In his attack on the administra- 


tion Taft Republicans "have been 
consulted on practically no major 
issues of policy—domestic or for- 
eign. Under Democratic leader- 
ship only have we been led into 
the Korean war." He also termed 
the Korean war "an unnecessary 
war. 


The Ohio senator asserted that 


"the pro-Communist policies of the 
state department" has "fully justi- 
fied" Senator McCarthy, Wiscon- 
son Republican, "in his demand 
for an investigation of conditions 
in that department!" 


Taft said: 
"Certainly McCarthy's 
investi- 


gation has been fully justified by 
repeated dismissals of employes of 
doubtful loyalty by the revelations 
regarding the insincerity of the 
state department's loyalty board, 
by the dismissal of (John S.) Ser- 
vice and by other evidence, show- 
ing that the investigation must 
be pushed to a conclusion. 


"I don't believe the department 


can really be cleaned up, except 
by new leadership in the depart- 
ment.' 


"In the history of this country 


there have never been seven years 
of such disastrous foreign policy 
as that of this administration," 
Taft charged. 


"Truman usurped the power to 


enter the Korean war when under 
the constitution and the law per- 
taining to the U.N. only congress 
could authorize it. The Korean war 
is a Truman war; it was an un- 
necessary war." 


He added that "probably a stale- 


mate peace for the moment is 
better than a stalemate war, but 
the whole sorry history

"It has become more and more 


clear that Gen. MacArthur was 
right," said Taft.

They list the percent- 
ages that the 1952 corn and soy- 
bean goals represent of the 1951 
plantings, as well as the 1952 
goals. 


Combrink said the percentage of

Makes for Better Soil, Crops

Several times lately I have wnt- 


t€n you about the value of poultry 
manure in building up soil fertility. 


I was told that a young man in 


Indiana could give me some infor- 
mation about what is being done 
down theie. So I wrote John Lunn 
—and I'm suie he won't mind my 
massing his stoiy on to you. It's 
mighty interesting. 


'Down here m Southern Indi- 


ana," he says, "some of the farms 
are poor and need feitilizer badly, 
n talking to a fanner 
about 


chickens, we ask him first how 
many tillable acies he has. 


'Let's suppose he has 100. On 


a four year rotation plan, that 
mcas he'd have 25 acres in corn. 


"In this case we'll figure on a 


house for 10 000 broilers. In other 
vords, we figure on 1,000 capacity 


for every 10 act es of tillable land. 
""" 
S8.000 for House 


"We allow aiound §8,000 for 


building and equipping the house. 
Out of it we'll get 200 spieader 
loads of manuie a year That's 
worth about $10 a load in addition- 
al corn yield and in the residue 
value the following year on beans 


"So—through the coin picker 


and the combine—a man will get 
an additional income of 52,000 a 
year out of his broiler house. 
That's over and above the duect 
ptofit he can make on the chickens 
themselves And that extra income 
will pay for the broiler house in 
four to five years. 


Plan Is Working 


"You'd be sin prised," Lunn says, 


"how well this plan will work— 
and is working for us 


"Now here's the next step: The 


man makes money with a 10,000 
broiler house. So he wants another 
one. The two houses will pioduce 
400 spreadci loads of manure a 
>ear. But how docs he get the 
extra value out of a field that's 
already pioducmg heavy? 


"He uses the BBC. plan: Broil- 


ers-Bcans-Corn 


riniits Two Hows 


"He plants two tows of beans 


and two rows of coi n. He does this 
by having one planter box full of 
bean seed \md the other full of 
f-orn seed He uses a two-row self- 
propelled combine to haivest the 
beans out firjst. 


"This plan is being u.sed more 


and more in Indiana. The yields 
aie running around 35 bushels of 
beans and 90 bushels of corn—all 
off the same acre. Planting the 
rows alternately—two of beans 
and Iwo of coi n—means that every 
row is an outside row and you 
get bctler sun penetration." 


Builds Better Crops 


Just after I got Lunn's letter an 


Indiana farmer walked into my 


office. "What do you know abou 
this?" I asked him. 


"It works!" he said. 
"When I bought my farm six 


years ago I couldn't get 10 bushels 
of corn to the acre—the land was 
that poor. I didn't start raising 
broilois. But I did rais>e turkeys. . 
rotate them of course. So any on 
field has had tut keys on it onlj 
twice in th^ six years But tha

enough to increase the com yick 
fiom 10 to 100 bushels an acte 
And it will go even highei, I'n 
sure."

A few weeks ago President Truman jauntily promised 


"continued drastic action" in weeding out corrupt officials 
from the Internal Revenue Bureau, the Justice Department 
and other federal agencies. 


He indicated at that time that he would set up some sort 


of commission to make independent inquiry into these 
agencies. Judge Thomas Murphy of New York accepted 
leadership of this group, but later withdrew. 


Thereupon Mr. Truman apparently changed his mind, 


too. 
He seems to have decided that matters were not so 


serious after all, and that he could "get by" without radical 
remedies. 


Confirmation of this shift came a short time back when 


the president told the country that any government clean- 
up would henceforth be directed by Attorney General Mc- 
Grath. 
•

* 


This was a sharp slap in the face of all American citizens 


who are sincerely concerned over the present moral stand- 
ards in their government. McGrath heads a department 
which itself has been found guilty of corrupt activity. How 
he can be expected to bring to a clean-up task the necessary 
hard-headed detachment is a mystery understood only by Mr. i 
Truman. 


By this act the president has sought to minimizt the 


scandals unearthed in his administration. He has made it 
plain that he is not, in spite of all he claims, really interested 
in a thorough airing of suspected agencies. 


This is a gesture of contempt for the American people. 


It means Mr. Truman is most concerned with a solution which 
will put the best facade on. his administration and his party. 
In other words, he wants a political rather than a moral 
solution. 


There* is just a chance that the president is sufficiently 


aware of the impact these scandals have made, to realize 
that such feeble clean-up tactics will not likely impress the 
electorate. 


If that is true, its probable import is that Mr. Truman is 


genuinely tired of the presidency, doesn't want to run again, 
and doesn t much care what anybody thinks about how he 
handles the scandal issue. 


This may not be a proper interpretation of the presi- 


dent s action. But this much is certain: The designating of 
McGrath as chief of clean-up is farcical as an earnest move 
against corruption. Logically, it is the act of a man who 
is not concerned whether he ever gets another vote.

PARIS—General Dwight Eisenhower, the commander-in-chief of 


the embryo army of the twelve North Atlantic nations and a candi- 
date for the Republican nomination for president, is 62 years old 
and a fine hunk of man, but overweight at 172 pounds because he 
suddenly quit smoking one afternoon about two years ago. He soon 
gained a little over 15 pounds. He stands five feet, ten and one-half 
and is a little too thick through the barrel and he 
has been dieting lately hoping to take it off. 


He also eats raw carrots fitfully, but this in- 


dicates nothing, one way or another. Lots of peo- 
ple try eating raw carrots, but they all conclude f 
that this is a very unappetizing root except cooked 
in lamb stew and give up. Like the old midwestern 
superstition that a buckeye earned in the pants 
pocket warded off rheumatism, the proposition that I 
raw carrots restore vision to failing eyes or arrest \ 
the normal onset of organic senility in this depart- 
ment, has been discredited. 


There is nothing wrong with Eisenhower's eyes ^w^b 


except that he has to wear glasses to read. The reason why he 
quit smoking was that it had become a nuisance. 
He was a chain 


smoker, burning up about sixty fags a day and he had the common 
experience of waking up with the flavor of a motorman'g glove and 
feeling numb in the fingertips, which comes to so many of us after 
30 or 40 years of addiction. One afternoon he just quit. This cold 
turkey proposition is a terrible ordeal especially to the subject's wife 
who gets blamed for the damnedest things while the chemical process 
is working in subject's cardio-vascular system. But Ike stood off all 
compromises with patent cubebs, trick cigaret-holders, which take 
so much out of the smoke that you might as well save yourself the 
bother, and furtive smitches of chewing tobacco. 


After about six weeks, which is par for the event, he got the 


devil down and he is now acclaimed a hero by members of his staff 
while Mrs. Eisenhower gets no credit at all. Like the pessimistic 
folk-song of Frankie and Johnnie, this story only goes to show that 
there ain't no good in men.

MacArthur was quoted as saying 
he would have his name with- 
drawn, that it had bpcn entered 
without his knowledge. Col. Law- 
rence Bunker, the general's top 
aide, said last night "I suppose 
he'll do something about it to- 
morrow." 


But the man who entered the 


general in the race. Lar' Daly of 
Chicago, said he would take legal 
action, if necessary, to prevent 
MacArthur or anyone else from 
withdrawing the general's name. 


Daly, founder and director gen- 


eral of the "MacArthur and Mc- 
Carthy for '52 Club," said, "We 
are aware that General MacArthur 
is not a candidate but we believe 
he'd accept a draft." 


The Illinois primary is advisory 


only and is not binding on the 
state's convention delegates.

Taft and Stassen tangle first 


in the Wisconsin primary April 1. 
Opening a two-day campaign in 
that state, Taft said yesterday, 
"there is no better place to test my 
candidacy than Wisconsin.

WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


usual wave of economy demands 
rolled out of congress today m 
the wake of President Truman's 
record 585.444,000,000 peacetime 
spending budget for the fiscal 
year starting July 1. 


Cuts of up to 14 billion dollars 


—enough to prevent a federal 
deficit next year—were demanded. 


But there seemed little likeli- 


hood that such a goal—or even 
anything resembling it—would be 
attained. 


Actually, congress is limited in 


trimming the president's spending 
program, since much of the con- 
templated outlay will come from 
money already allocated but not 
yet spent. 


10 Billion L<>ss 


In new appropriations for the 


coming year, the president re- 
quested §84,260,000,000, some 10 
billion less than he had sought for 
the present year. Congress cut 
this year's appropriations a little 
over four billion. 


With national security programs 


taking 76 cents out of every 
dollar planned for 1953 spending, 
congress 
may concentrate 
its 


economy drive on the old-line 
civilian agencies. Cuts of up to 10 
per cent in civilian employment 
have been demanded by leading 
Republicans, who claim such a 
slash would have a billion dollars 
in the new year. 


Defense spending also is likely 


to be curbed, but no de.ep cuts are 
probable. 


No Extra Taxes 


There was one thing fairly cer- 


tain about the fiscal outlook: The 
president isn't likely to get any 
of the extra tax revenue he wants. 
His budget message called for 
54,600,000,000 more taxes. Con- 
gress doesn't take kindly to tax 
increases in election years. 


Without new taxes, the presi- 


dent predicted the government 
would go another $14,446.000,000 
(r- the red next year, raising the 
national debt to 5274,922,000,000 
by June, 1953. The Statutory debt 
limit is *275 billion, and only con- 
gress can raise that. 


Abandon' Pay-As-You-Go 


The president told the law- 


makers that their refusal to ap- 
prove all of the 10 billion in new 
taxes he sought last year has 


caused' him to abandon his hope 
for a pay-as-we-go defense pro- 
gram. 


The president called the budget 


"a heavy burden" but "the price 
of peace." 


House Republican leaders didn't 


see it that way. They joined in a 
statement 
by Minority 
Leader 


Martin of Massachusetts 
declar- 


ng the budget proved that "spend- 
ng is the only answer the presi- 
ent has for any problem, large 
r small."

Business Machine j 
Maker Cited for 
Anti-Trust Action 


NEW YORK —(AP)— A gov- 


ernment civil anti-trust suit has 
been filed against the Internation- 
al Business Machines Corporation 
(IBM), the largest manufacturer 
of tabulating machines and cards 
in the world. 


The suit, filed yesterday in fed- 


eral court here, charges IBM "has 
unlawfully restrained and monopo- 
lized the tabulating industry in 
the United States" in violation of 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Act. 


IBM issued a statement from its 


New York headquarters denying 
the government's charge. 


More than 90 per cent of all 


tabulating business in this country 
and 95 per cent of all tabulating 
machines used by the federal gov- 
ernment are controlled by IBM, 
the complaint said. 


The government aJcused IBM of 


hoarding new developments and in- 
ventions in the field, dividing ter- 
ritory and exchanging data with 
foreign manufacturers, acquiring 
foreign concerns that were poten- 
tial competitors in America. It 
also charged IBM keeps a tight 
hold on machines so users are de- 
pendent on IBM for service and 
repairs and obtains patent rights 
in other business machine fields so 
it can retaliate against any com- 
pany threatening to enter the tab- 
ulating machine field. 


IBM machines are not sold, the 


government said, but only leased 
to users under "burdensome" and 
unreasonable restrictions." 


Thomas J. Watson. IBM board 


chairman, stated last night that 
his firm 
"never employed any 


measures to eliminate or restrain 
competition'' and that to call it a 
monopoly was to "disregard the 
facts." 


He said there are numerous oth- 


er makes of tabulating machines 
on the market and that the field is 
"highly competitive." 


Congress Gets 
Billion-Dollar 
Bill for Navy 


WASHINGTON —(AP)— A bil- 


lion dollar navy shipbuilding bill 
was before congress today, as part 
of President Truman's request for 
a 30 per cent increase in defense 
spending here and abroad. 


The bill would authorize con- 


struction of this country's second 
nuclear-powered submarine and its 
second giant aircraft carrier, of 
nearly 60,000 tons and capable of 
berthing craft bearing an atomic 
bomb. 


It also provides for 51 other new 


combat vessels, modernization of 
10 additional 
warcraft now 
in 


service and the construction of 510 
landing and service craft. 


Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) of the 


house armed services committee 
i n t r o d u c e d the $1,150,000,000 
measure yesterday before congress 
heard President Truman's budget 
message. 


The president's §85,444,000,000 


budget for the 1953 fiscal year 
starting July 1 included S51.163.- 
000,000 for this country's military 
services and I01s billion for for- 
eign military and civilian spending. 


This would mean using 60 cents 


out of every dollar to build up U.S. 
military power with a good portion 
of 13 additional cents in each dol- 
lar going to bolster the military 
power of her allies. Other related 
expenditures, such as defense mo- 
bilization and civil defense, would 
add another three cents from each 
dollar to the costs of security. 


Truman said the increased mili- 


tary 
expenditures 
would 
help 


finance: A 100,000-man increase in 
the armed forces, to 3,700,000 by 
June, 1953; a boost in the air force, 
from 90 to 143 wings: another di- 
vision for the army, from 20 to 21; 
expanding the marines from two 
divisions to three, and increasing 
naval forces from 380 to 408 com- 
bat ships and from 14 to 16 large 
carrier groups.
